The reply filed on December 12, 2007 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): Applicant's response to the restriction requirement mailed 12/10/2007 adds additional product claims but does not provide 
an election of a species by SEQ ID number as was required on page 3 of the restriction requirement mailed December 10, 2007. The 
claims added by applicant on 12/28/07 are members of Group I, antibodies that bind vWF, but they in no way alter the scope of the 
elected invention such as to render the species election moot. Further, applicant has not argued that the species election is 
unwarranted and has not in fact even acknowledged the species election requirement mailed December 10,2007.
